Intense Anxiety to Procure the Forth- 
coming Crop Statement trom the Agri- 
cultural Department. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., May 9.—[Special.]—There 
has deen great demand today upoa the Agri- 
cultural Department for information as to che 
forthcoming crop statement to be issued by that 
department. Telegrams came here from the 
several commercial centres stating that there 
were rumors that the agricultural bulletin 
would be issued today. and great zeal was mani- 
fested by the agents of brokers and others to 
obtain the information. It was stated by the 
ollicials that the bulletin would not be published 
until tomorrow, when it would be given 
to the press at 4 o'clock, after exchange 
bours, and an official of the department 
also said that persons connected with the com- 
pilation of these statistics had been offered 
$1,000 by the representatives of brokers for ad- 
vance information as to the bulletin. Dr. Lor- 
ing said that he did not think that any advance 
information on the subject could possibly leak 
out through the department, notwithstanding 
the extraordinary interest manifested in the 
matter. and he thought it might be weil to ais- 
credit any pretended abstracts of the statement 
which might be published until the official bul- 
letin is given out. it is said to be true that 
in the history of the department thus far 
no premature publicadon of the statements 
which are so much used by speculators has been 
obtained at the department. The Commissioner 
of Agricuiture is taking the utmust pains to 
prevent any premature publication of this crop 
information. The fact that the reports of some 
experts claim that there is a shortage of some 
100,000,000 bushels of wheat ia the crop lends ad- 
ditional interest to this report. Neither the 
Commissioner himself nor the statisticians of 
the department have any real Knowledge of 
what the figures of the department 
will show. This seems ineredeble, 
but one of the high offiemis- of 
the bureau tonight said thet the statisticians 
themselves would not know until within about 
an bour before the time that the statement 
would be made public tomorrow afternoon. The 
reasog is that tne work is distributed in every 
branch of tue department for the express pur- 
pose of preventing avy leaks. Une cierk, for 
instance, will have to compute.a county is 
Mississippi, one in Misnesota, and one in New 
York; other clerks will Gave long strings of tig- 
ures to add, without knowing whether they re- 
late to wheat, corn, Or barley, or really to what 
they apply.

Whatever his 
opinions may be as to the feasibility 
of the cable system, he cannot as an honest 
man and a responsible official afford either to 
sign the short-pole ordinarice or to let it be- 
come law without his signature. It is cur- 
rent talk today that this ordinance was ob- 
tained from a moribund Council by corrupt 
considerations, and in view of the past 
exploits of the men who havé been 
especially connected with engineerme 
this scheme the charge has all the efements 
of probability. Even if the ordimance bad 
been secured by less dubious means its pro- 
visions are of such acharacter that the Ex- 
ecutive might well hesitate to allow it to be- 
conie law. It grants practically a perpetual 
franchise to a new nuisance at the very mo- 
ment that the people demand ‘the instant 
abatement of those now existing. The plot 
to saddle upon Chicago a scheme of plunder 
which may yet cost this city millions of dol- 
lars ought to be blocked on the start by the 
Mayor. 

WHY HAS CHICAGO NO TEA EXAMINER? 
Delegations of persons interested in the 
subject are daily waiting upon the customs 
officials of Chicago, importun them for 
the appointment of an examiner of teas to 
serve at this port, but so far as the pablic is 
informed the Treasury Department has taken 
no action whatever in the premises. Mean- 
time it is reported that Secretary Folger says 
that the present arrangement of having 
Chicago tea imports examined and appraised 

the regular Appraiser, assisted by experts, 

ms to do very well.” The presumption is 

Secretary Folger has no conception of 
thé extent of tea imports at this port. It is 
estimated by the trade that the aggregate of 
the tea imports of Chicago for the season 
nw Opening will be trom eight to ten million 
pounds, or ene-ninth to ome-seventh of the 
entire Imi ports of the country. The imports 
ab Chicago will be twice as large as those of 
San Francisco, and their value will be in the 
neighborhood of three million dollars. 

It is no doubt easy for the Appraiser to 
sécure the assistance of tea experts pending 
the appointment of a tea examiner for the 
pert, because there are half a dozen appli- 
cants for the position, any one of whom 
ee be glad to serve in the hope of thereby 
i 


creasing his chances of securing the ap 
wiuthient. But so soon as it is known that 
appointment is to be made all these gen- 
themen will cease to be willing to work for 
nothing. After that the Appraiser will be 
ehmpelled to rely for assistance upon experts 
rectly connected with the trade. That 
ch a practice would be vicious in the ex- 
treme may be seen ata glance. It would be 
cally impossible to secure an expert 
ho Would not be interested, directly or in- 
rectly, in some one or more of the samples 
covering any given line of importations. The 
common rivalries of trade would almost in- 
evyitably obtrude themselves to warp his 
jddgment; and these ramifications of interest 
would be entirely beyond the ken of the Ap- 
praiser. It might de for the interest of the 
expert to pass a given lot of teas that ought 
to be condemned, or to condemn a lot that 
otght to be passed. 

Secretary Foiger is further reported as 
“expressing & doubt as to whether the law 
authorizes the appointment of an additional 
examiner at Chicago.” This is a very singu- 
lar statement. The subordinates at all the 
ports are appointed, as we understand, un- 
der a general law. ‘The Tea law of March 2 
does not specifically previde for the appoint- 
ment of examiners to execute it at any port. 
But an appointment for the Port of 
New York has been made, and atcording to 
common rumor tea examiners have been 
appointed for the other large Eastern ports, 
and one also for San Francisco, at which 
port the importations of tea are less by halt 
than at Chicago. It the law authorizes the 
appointment of an examiner for the Port of 
New York h equally authorizes the appoint- 
mentof one for Chicago. The question, 
therefore, is merely one of expediency, 

The firm of J. W. Doane & Co., of this city, 
imports more teas than any other house in 


tea im porta tions of Chicago is from a ninth to 
a seventh of the entire Im vort of the country, 
as already remarked. We submit that the 
tea importers of Chicago on the one hand ire 
entitled to a competent inspection of their 
goods to the end that pure goods shall not be 
excluded by ignorance, and, on the other 
hand, that the tea-drinking community are 
entitled to competent inspection in order 
that they may bé protected against exhausted 
and poisoned teas. *. 
Complications are sure to arise should the 
Treasury Department persist in its purpose 
to treat one-ninth to one-seventh ot ‘tie 
tea Imports of the country us of little 
consequence. If the Appraiser of Chi- 
cago ‘shall, under advice’ of an expert 
wholly free from oilicial responsipility, 
condemn a lot of tea the sufferu importer 
will be sure to declare tie selzute unjust and 
the result of ignorance. If, on the other 
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ö : tea examination should be 
uniform throughout the whole country. 
This is what the law contemplates and what

There is one more point that deserves con- 
sideration. It is asserted by who 
ought to know that the late Téas act was con- 
ceived, framed, and pushed through Congress 
by a coterie of New York tea importers with 
e view of ‘killing importätton Busſness by 
way ot San Franeisco and again concéntrat- 
thir it in New York. It is sald that they 
alleged at the time of the pendency of the 
bill that the country was being flooded 
with spurious teas by way of San 
Francisco. If this were true they 
would naturally desire to have these 
spurtous teas stopped and destroyed under 
the law by a competent tea expert at Chica- 
go. Why. then. is not a tea examiner for 
Chicago appointed? If it is true that the 
teas via San Francisco; which mostly come 
to this port, are in fact generally pure, the 
New Yore tea importers would not wish to 
have it proven by the authoritative testimony 
ofa competent expert. They would prefer 
not to have an expert in the office of the Ap- 
praiser here, so that they could say to the 
trade of the whole country: “There is po 
competent examiner of teas in Chicago; 
spurious and exhausted teas still come into 
that port freely, and so find their way into 
the hands of dealers. We cannot help it, but 
all spurious teas are condemned here, and if 
you buy of us you are sure to get a pure 
article.” It is to be hoped that Chicago tea 
importers will be relieved of this gross im- 
putation by the prompt action of Secretary 
Folger in the appointment of a tea examiner 
for this port. * : 
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THE TIDAL-WAVE GOVERNORS. 

Two of the Democratic “ Reform” Gov- 
ernors elected last fall have succeeded in 
raising such a breeze in their réspective States 
that’ tidal waves” hereafter will be sus- 
pected, ahd thie victorious party will not be 
inclined to huzzah very. loudly until it is 
definitly ascertained what sort of treasure 
the waves wash up on the political beacli. 
We refer to Gov. Butler of Massachusetts 
and Gov. Cleveland of New York. The first 
named has employed his office from the very 
day he entered it until the present time as a 
means of rewarding his friends and punish- 
ing his enemies. He has kevt the air full of 
vetoes, letters, circulars, orders, and pronun- 
clamentos of every sort, not one of which 
had any reference to actual State legislation 
or has expressed any purpose to advance the 
interests of the State. Every move he has 
made has been to carry out a personal pur- 
pose, to help some one who has helped him, 
or to wreak his vengeance upon some 
one who has thwarted his purposes or ex- 
posed his trickeries in the past. He has 
not had the dignity of a dictator, though 
he has assumed the role, so much as the 
vicious garrulity of a common scold. His 
latest onslaught has been made upon Mr. 
Sanborn, the Inspector of Charities, and he 
has lashed himself into a perfect fury be- 
cause the latter has proved himself the sharp- 
est and readiest letter-writer of the two, and 
because he actually had the audacity to 
write to him after he had been ordered not 
to. For this he has been industriously seek- 
ing some cause for his removal, though Mr. 
Sanbori has a National reputation for his 
acquaintance with his duties and his skillful 
and successful administration of them, but 
as yet has discovered nothing upon which 
he can proceed except that some years ago 
Mr. Sanborn exposed him in one of his po- 
litical trickeries, While he is thus wreaking 
his petty revenges, obstructing legislation 
which is needed, interfering with the State 
institutions, and securing the applause of 
unthinking people by his determined efforts 
to gain notoriety and make a sensation by 
usnrpations and trickeries of all kinds, there 
are not wanting evidences that the thinking 
people of both parties are rapidly growing 
digusted and indignant, and that before long 
their indignation will take a practical form. 
The Boston Advertiser, one of the coolest 
and calmest of papers, goes 80 far as to say: 


The Governor bas thus far only played the 
art of a petty urper with his tongue. But 
et him commit e act of treepass upon the 
rights of others and be will discover that men 
may be patient while their cars are weariea with 
the din of a war of words, and yet resent the 
slightest assauit upon their libert ies. And it 
may be well to remind bis Exceliency as well as 
the General Court that a majority of the House 
of Kepresentatives may impeach dim, and a 
— ty of the Senate may remove him. from 
olfice. 


The Springfield Republican significantly, 
though briefly, says: The experiment of 
‘giving the old man a chance’ and ‘ seeing 
what he would do with it’ has gone quite as 
far as the public sentiment of the State will 
sustain it.” 

Gov. Cleveland rode into office on a tidal 
wave of huge dimensions. He has not made 
himself obnoxious fn the style of Butler; on 
the other hand, he has had the temerity to be 
an honest Executive, and he has introduced 
the appalling precedent into Democratic 
politics of nominating honest and capable 
men for offices. Of course the machine and 
spoils-hunters refused to confirm them. But 
Gov. Cleveland went even further in his vio- 
lation of Democratic ‘principles and prece- 
dents. lle sent a bombshell into the ranks 
of Tammany such as never beforecamefrom 
a Democratic Governor. An attempt was 
made to purify the Emigration Commission, 
which had grown into afoul scandal, and 
upon this subject the Governor said in his 
special message:

No one questioned the existence of these 
abuses, and the Legislature passed a bill to 
do away with them. In accordance with its 
provisions the Governor nominated a com- 
petent man to fill the oe of Commissioner. 
Tatimany at once joined with the opponents 
of the bill to defeat its purpose by refusing 
to confirm the nomination, whereupon the 
Governor thus expressed his views:

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THE PEOPLE'S LAND-LIEN. 

Senator Van ‘Wyek’s move to Save the 
lands forfeited by the extinct New Orleans, 
Baton Rouge & Vicksburg Railroad is a 
novel one. He gives notice to the corpora- 
tion that claims this land by virtue of an us 
signment from another corporation that 
never owned it and to those possible pur 
chasers ot bonds issued on the security of 
this grant that the people still own the land, 
and that he ifitends to use his Influence asa 
member of Congress to have their rights as- 

By this notice he means to say that any one 
who buys these bonds buys them at his peril. 
As a member of the higher House of the 
Government the Senator gives notice to the 
financial world that the corporation which 18 
about to mortgage these lands does not own 
them, and that his influence and that of all 
those Congressmen who think with him will 
be used at the next session to procure an 
authoritative declaration to that effect. By 
filing this notice of a prior lien before the 
bar of public opinion Senator Van Wyck 
estops any buyer of these bonds from plead- 
ing thathe is an innocent purchaser. Not 
less important, he forestalls the invariable 
plea that is made whenever Congress 18 
asked to actin such matters—the plea that 
third parties Have invested money in the 
belief that everything was all right, and 
that it would be an unnecessary hardship to 
disturb them. 

It was in this way that the Union Pacific 
prevented the operation of the clause of its 
charter opering its lands to settlement by 
the public, if ‘hot “disposed of” in three 
years. It mortgaged them, and the Supreme 
Court held that this was a “disposal” of 
them. But the settlers who had entered on 
the lands in reliance on the provision of the 
charter had no such vested rights. They 
were turned out. Many of the people's 
rights to lands and the control of privileges 
have been lost because there was no one to 
assert them before they slipped away beyond 
recallin the guise of negotiable stocks and 
bonds into the hands of purchasers without 
notice of any adverse rights. 

Senator Van, Wyek's action is the result of 
thé exposure in Tur Trispune of the prog- 
ress of the fraudulent attempt to gobble up 
the Texas Pacific land-grant. The decision 
with regard to the New Orleans tiga 
precedent that will give the Texas Pacific 
grant to the Southern Pacific. The state- 
ment in our Washington dispatches that an 
application has been made, as we predicted 
would be the case, for the certification of the 
Texas Pacific grant to the Central Pacific 
crowd has waked up those members of Con- 
gress who, like Senator Van Wyck and Rep- 
resentative Payson of this State, are de- 
termined that this iniquity shall not be con- 
summated if it is in their power to stop it. 
The filing of the veople's lien is their first 
move to check the mouopolists. 

This will probably stop the sale of the 
bonds which the assignees—not the owners 
—were getting ready to put on the market. 
The great advantage of this will be that 
when the formal reassertion of the people’s 
ownership cemes to be made by Congress 
next winter no one can resist it on the 
ground that the grant has passed, in the 
form of bonds, into the hands of innocent 
third parties. Congress Will still have the 
original parties to deal with. Another ben- 
efit will probably be that this uhexpected 
strategy will put an end to the schemes of 
several syndicates to organize companies to 
build railroads in the South for the sole 
purpose of obtaining grants that lapsed long 
azo. It is supposed that the abuses of 
mortmain were abolished centuries ago. 
But the rulings of the Interior Department 
that dead corporations can hola and give 
away dead land-grants has resurrected with 
a peculiarly intense vitality the possibilities 
of land monopoly “in the dead hand.“ 


INDIA AS A WHEAT COMPETITOR. 

ltis fast becoming apparent that india is 
destined to be our real competitor in the 
production of wheat. Russia was feared for 
a time, but our improved methods of tillage, 
superiority in agricultural machinery of 
every description, and the rapid increase of 
facilities for railroad and water transporta- 
tion have given us such advantages in the 
race that there is no longer any danger from 
Russia as acompetitor. Then the fear was 
express that California might rival the 
Northwest and do us injury, but on the other 
hand it eventuates that she is helping rather 
than hurting, since her cereals are adinirably 
adapted for mixing with ours. The real 
rival is India, and England is doing all in her 
power to develop the wheat interest by the 
increase of transportation facilities, the de- 
velopment of the Indian railway systems, 
and the cheapening of freights. Via the Red 
Sea and the Suez Canal, India is now within 
ten or twelve days of London, and the rates 
of freight have been lowered fully one-half. 

Mr. Bookwalter, the late Democratic can- 
didate for Governor in Ohio, who has been 
making a tour ofthe world, was in India in 
February last, and contributes some very 
interesting testimony as to the wheat pro- 
ducing capacity of that country. He says: 
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Mr. Bookwalter estimates the number of 
acres under wheat cultivation this year at 
about 22,000,000, and the crop at 250,000,000 
bushels, ‘The exports of wheat are continu- 
ally increasing, Which goés to show that the 
acreage is increasing, though many have 
claimed that the wheat-producing capacity 
has already reached it maximum. Thé 
figures, however, do not bear out the asser- 
tion. In 1875 the exports were only 1,500,000 


bushels; in 1878 they were 12,000,000; last 


year they were more than 87,000,000, or al- 
most one-half wut Great Britain ‘imports 
per year, and this yea, as the crop is very 
abundant, it is estimated ‘the exports will be 
still larger. This immense result is accom- 
pitshed’by farmers who Wave ‘Wie rudeést and 
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Pacific ports, from which quarter comes over 


one-third of our wheat However, 
thé certain [?] completion of the were 
jected Egyptian canal from Alexandria un 
the sure Teduction of tolls ut ho distant date 
will remove this diiferenee in freight.” 
Such are the facts concerning our future 
competitor. As Mr. Bookwalter says: It 
is certainly not a pleasant prospect to con- 
template for nation which only a few years 
ago enjoyed the monopoty of supplying this 
demand to find a country unknown as an ex 
porter ten years ago ready to supply almost 
one-half the réqutrements of Europe,” and 
yet there are several questions which must 
be taken into consideration and which must 
ve settled before we yield the palm to the In- 
dian ryots of the Punjab. One of these ques- 
tions is, how much land remains that can be 
put into wheat after itis made accessible to 
market by new railroad systems, and 
how long the acreage now under cultl- 
vation will endure this great cropping. 
Again, it must be remembered that 
the demand for home consumption in 
India is steadily increasing. Its dense pop- 
ulation constantly grows denser, and famine 
years come fast and faster. Already the 
famine problem in India is one that staggers 
the English Government. In 1878 the ex- 
ports of wheat from India were 12,000,000 
bushels. The next year was a famine year 
and the exports were only 2,500,000 bushels. 
It is also to be taken into account that wheat 
cultivation in England, France, and Ger- 
many is continually falling off, so that there 
is every reason to believe that the increased 
demand in Europe will more than equal the 
increase of supply which may be looked for 
from India. The danger which threatens 
American farmers is grave enough to be 
taken into consideration, but it is not vital, 
nor fs there any fatal prospect in the great 
battletield of prices. 
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IN MEMORY OF OAKES AMES. 

An effort is now being made in the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature to efface the popular 
and Congressional verdict of condemnation 
of Oakes Ames for his part in the scandals 
of the Crédit Mobilier. The Massachusetts 
Senate has passed a resolution of “ gratitude 
for his work” and “faith in his integrity.” 
This is now under discussion before the 
Lower House and the outside public, and if 
carried it will be brought before Congress to 
assist the attempt which will certainly be 
made to procure the expurgation of the res- 
olution: ef censure passed by the Forty- 
second Congress. 

This effort of the friends and family of the 
great contractor to remove the stigma which 
has been placed on the nameis a pious act, 
perhaps, from their point of view. But they 
are looking at the matter as Oakes Ames in 
his day looked at the virtue of Congress, sole- 
ly from interested motives, It is for persongl 
reasons that they want the Ames escutcheon 
cleared of this stain. How powerful is the 
appeal which such a request makes to sym- 
pathy is sufficiently shown by the astonish- 
ing fact that a body like the Massachusetts 
Senate should have vassed the resolution. 
The Boston Advertiser almost alone of the 
New England papers supports the resolution, 
but its course is attributed by journals like 
the Springfield Republtomn to certain changes 
in ownership. which we belleve is its way of 
saying that the control of the paper is held by 
the Ameses. 

The resolution declares that “later delib- 
erate public sentiment recognizes the value 
and patriotism of Ames’ achievement” in 
building the Pacific Road, and “his inno- 
cence of corrupt motive or conduct.” If this 
were true, there could be no question about 
the passage of the resolution through the 
Massachusetts Legislature. A universal 
public opinion would demand that Congress 
should replace its record of censure by the 
amplest expression of remorse for the cruel 
wrong done to an innocent man. Even this 
would not be enough. A man whobuilt the 
greatest publi¢ work of his day and was 
then slaughtered by a vote of censure which 
broke his heart ought to be recognized as the 
greatest of American martyrs, excepting 
Lincoln perhaps, and a memorial shaft as 
grand as American art and munificence could 
make it should be erected as an eternal 
though tardy witness of justice, 

There is no evidence whatever that there 
has been any such change of public opinion 
about this distressing business as the Massa- 
chusetts Senate and the Boston Advertiser 
allege. The verdict of Congress and public 
opinion was made up on the unanswerable 
testimony of Mr. Ames himself. That he 
was the chief sinnerin the Crédit Mobilier 
wickedness we by no means believe. He was 
the manliest and most fearless ot them. the 
one who, when questioned by the committee 
of Congress as to what he had done, dis- 
dained to tell any lies about it. His partner, 
Sidney Diilon, was as deep as he in the cor- 
ruption, but he is today the honoréd Presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific, defying the Gov- 
ernment to collect its dues from the road and 
nullifying the Thurman act. 

The.expressions used by Oakes Ames, cited 
by the report of the Poland committee, leave 
no doubt that he acted as a corrupter of the 
representatives of the people. Many other 
men have done the same thing who are now 
at large, but that relieves his memory of none 
of the stigma that must forever darken it. 
Ames feared, the committee say, that Con- 
gress would legislate against the road, and 
that the Crédit-Mobilier contracts would be 
overhauled.. He said in one of his letters to 
McComb that he intended to put the stock 
“where it Would do the most good,” an e 
pression that has passed into the vernacular 
along with Tweed’s “ What are you going to 
do about it?” Again he said, “We waut 
more friends in this Congress.“ His theory 
in his own words was that “There is no diff. 
culty in getting men to look’ afte? their 
property.” Unquestionably these sayings 
can bear only the interpretation that Con: 
gress and the public put on them, no other 
explanation of which has ever been given: 
none can be given. A great scandal—as pre- 
eminent among scandals as the Pacific Road 
among public works—was to be covered up 
by identifying the interest of Congressmen 
with the abuse. 

Ames hus not been unjustly cond 
and punished because other — as — 
have gone scot-free and are prosperous, It 
would be an irreparable blow to publie mo- 
rality if this movement to expunge the just 
censure snould be successful on sentimental 
grounds. One of thie greatest incentives to 
virtuous and patriotic living is to bequeath 
an honest and honored name to posterity 
The censure hurts the living. We are sorry 
for them, but the facts will remain no ‘mat- 
ter what formal action may be taken by 
Legislatures and Con ’ 7 

gress. Tenderness in 
such cases is cruelty on the most gigantie 
scale to the ‘masses who are livin: lives of 
self-denial and suffering in to keep 
their consciences at peace. The best thing 
the Massachusetts Legislature can do iy to 
allow this whole matter to drop.

éity. It has taken possession of the roofs of 
the city without asking bermission. It 
erects enormous frameworks on the tops of 
business blocks, and spikes them down with 
lron bolts, utterly regardless of the effect on 
the roofs. It sends swarms of laborers 
tram ping through buildings to the tops to 
put up new: poles or make repairs without 
saying so much as “If you please,” or 
“Thank you.” Property-owners owe it to 
themselves to see that this abuse is not con- 
tinwea, and that some definit restrictions are 
put on the use of roofs by telephone and tel- 
egraph companies. 

Arram and imperative duty lies before 
the Mayor of Chicago, and in no way can be 
evade the responsibility for its execntion. 
Last Monday night an ordinance granting 
unheard-ot powers to an organization which 
has no reeognized reason to exist was 
rushed through a -venal Council. It wow 
waits the signature of the Mayor or his 
omission to veto it within the statutory pe- 
rod to become law. In other words, unless 
Mayor Harrison interposes his veto within a 
week the District Telegraph or “short- 
pole” ordinance will become a contract 
binding the city for all time. It is not 
necessary to bring up the question of the 
comparative merits of underground wires, 
éables, and unproteeted wires on poles. 
That is not in issue. The point which 
Mayor Harrison, as an officer and a citi- 
zen, must consider is the means whereby 
the ordinance was obtained. Whatever his 
opinions may be as to the feasibility 
of the cable system, ne cannot as an honest 
man and a responsibie official afford either to 
sign the short-pole ordinanee or to let it be- 
come law without his signature. It is cur- 
rent talk today that this ordinance was ob- 
tained from a moribund Council by corrupt 
eonsiderations, and in view of the past 
exploits of the men who have been 
especially connected with engineering 
this scheme the charge has all the efements 
of probability. Even if the ordinance bad 
been secured by less dubious means its pro- 
visions are of such acharacter that the Ex- 
ecutiye might well hesitate to allow it to be- 
come law. It grants practically a perpetual 
franchise to anew nuisance at the very mo- 
ment that the people demand the instant 
abatement of those now existing. The plot 
to saddle upon Chicago a scheme of plunder 
which may yet cost this city millions of dol- 
lars ought to be blocked on the start by the 
Mayor.

WHY HAS CHICAGO NO TEA EXAMINER? 

‘Delegations of persons interested in the 
subject are daily waiting upon the customs 
officials of Chicago, importuning them for 
the appointment of an examiner of teas ‘to 
serve at this port, but so far as the pablic is 
informed the Treasury Department has taken 
no action whatever in the premises. Mean- 
time it is reported that Secretary Folger says 
that “the present arrangement of having 
Chicago tea imports examined and appraised 
by the regular Appraiser, assisted by experts, 
séems to do very well.” The presumption is 
that Secretary Folger has no conception of 
tuo extent of tea imports at this port. It is 
estimated by the trade that the aggregate of 
the tea Imports of Chicago for the season 
now Opening will be from eight to ten million 
pounds, or ene-ninth to oue-seventh of the 
entire Imports of the country. The imports 
at Chicago will be twice as large as those of 
San Francisco, and their value will be in the 
neighborhood of three million dollars. 

It is ho doubt easy for the Appraiser to 
secure the assistance of tea experts pending 
the appointment of a tea examiner for the 
port, because there are half a dozen appli- 
cants for the position, any one of whom 
would be glad to serve in the hope of thereby 
increasing his chances of securing the ap 
polutment. But so soon as It Is known that 
no appointment is to be made all these gen- 
tlemen will cease to be willing to work for 
nothing. After that the Appraiser will be 
compelled to rely for assistance upon experts 
direetly connected with the trade. That 
such a practice would be vicious in the ex- 
treme may be seen ata glance. It would be 
practically impossible to secure an ‘expert 
Who would not be interested, directly or lu- 
directly, in some ore or more of the samples 
covering any given line of importations. The 
common rivalries of trade would almost in- 
evitably obtrude themselves to warp his 
judgment; and these ramifications of interest 
would be entirely beyond the ken of the Ap- 
praiser. It might de for the interest of the 
expert to pass a given lot of teas that ougtit 
te be condemned, or to condemn alot that 
ought to be passed. 

Secretary Foiger is further reported as 
“expressing à doubt as to Whether the law 
authorizes the appointment of an additional 
examiner at Chicago.” This isa very singu- 
lar Statement. The subordinates at all the 
ports are appointed, as we understand, un- 
der a general law. The Tea law of March 2 
does not specifically provide for the appoint- 
ment of exawiners to execute it at any port. 
But an appointment for the Port of 
New York has been made, and atcording to 
common rumor tea examiners have been 
appointed for the other large Eastern ports, 
and one also for San Francisco, at which 
port the importations of tea are jess by half 
thun at Chicago. It the law authorizés the 
appointment of an examiner for the Port of 
New York tt équally authorizes the appoint- 
mentof one for Chicago. The question, 
therefore, is merely oue of expediency. 

The firm of J. W. Doane & Co., ofthis city, 
imports more teas than any other house in 


the country, and the aggregate of the annual 


ten im porta tions of Chicago is from a ninth to 
a Seventh of the entire Im vort of thé country, 
as already remarked. We submit that the 
tea importers of Chicago on the one hand ire 
entitled to a competent inspection of their 
goods to the end that pure goods shall not be 
excluded by ignorance, and, on the other 
hand, that the tea-drinking community are 
entitled to competent inspection lu order 
that they may bé protected agaist exhausted 
and poisoned teas. 

Complications are sure to arise should the 
Treasury Department persist in its purpose 
to treat one-niuth to one-seventh of the 
tea imports of the country as ot little 
consequence. If the Appraiser of Chi- 
cago shail, under advice ‘of an expert 
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Kev Yank wil del freely imported and not 


su to at this port. 
"Pho ayetonf ot ten ‘examination should be 


uniform throwghout the whole country. 
This is what the law contemplates and what 
common sense demands. Any other course 
is sure to lead to misunderstanding’, if not 
to abuscs. 

There is one more point that deserves con- 
sideration. It is asserted by those who 
ought to know that the late Teas act was con- 
ceived, framed, and pushed through Congress 
by a coterie of New York tea importers with 
tue view of ‘killing importation ‘Husiness by 
way ot San Franeisco and again concentrat- 
wat it in New York. It is sald that they 
alleged at the time of the pendency of the 
bill that the country was being flooded 
with spurious ‘teas by way of San 
Francisco: If this were true they 
would naturally desire to have these 
spurtous teas stopped and destroyed under 
the law by a competent tea expert at Chica- 
go. Why. then, is not a tea examiner for 
Chicago appointed? If it is true that the 
teas via San Francisco; which mostly come 
to this port, are in fact generally pure, the 
New Yore tea importers would not wish to 
have it proven by the authoritative testimony 
ofa competent expert. They would prefer 
not to have an expert in the office of the Ap- 
praiser here, so that they could say to the 
trade of the whole country: “There is no 
coinpetent examiner of teas in Chicago; 
spurious and exhausted teas still come into 
that port freely, and so find their way into 
the hands of dealers. We cannot help it, but 
all spurious teas are condemned here, and if 
you buy of us you are sure to get a pure 
article.’ It is to be hoped that Chicago tea 
importers will be relieved of this gross im- 
putation by the prompt action of Secretary 
Folger in the appointment of a a Wee examiner 
for this port. 


THE TIDAL-WAVE GOVERNORS. 

Two of the Democratic “ Reform” Gov- 
ernors elected last fall have succeeded in 
raistng such a breeze in their réspectivé States 
that “tidal waves” hereafter will be sus- 
pected, and the victorious party will not be 
inclined to huzzah very loudly until it is 
definitly ascertained what sort of treasure 
the waves wash up ow the political Deacli. 
We refer to Gov. Butler of Massachusetts 
and Gov. Cleveland of New York. The first 
named has employed his office from the very 
day he entered it until the present time as a 
means of rewarding his friends and punish- 
ing his enemies. He has kept the air full of 
vetoes, letters, circulars, orders, and pronun- 
clamentos of every sort, not one of which 
had any reference to actual State legislation 
or has expressed any purpose to advance the 
interests of the State. Every move he has 
made has been to carry out a personal pur- 
pose, to help some one who has helped him, 
or to wreak his vengeance upon some 
one who has thwarted his purposes or ex- 
posed his trickeries in the past. He has 
not had the dignity of a dictator, though 
he has assumed the role, so much as the 


vicious garrulity of a common scold. His 


latest onslaught has been made upon Mr. 
Sanborn, the Inspector of Charities, and he 
has lashed himself into a perfect fury be- 
cause the latter has proved himself the sharp- 
est and readiest letter-writer of the two, and 
because he actually had the audacity to 
write to him after he had been ordered not 
to. For this he has been industriously seek- 
ing some cause for his rémoval, though Mr. 
Sanbdorii has a National reputation for his 
acquaintance with his duties and his skillful 
and successful administration of them, but 
as yet has discovered nothing upon which 
he ean proceed except that some years ago 
Mr. Sanborn exposed him in one of his po- 
litieal trickeries, While he is thus wreaking 
his petty revenges, obstructing legislation 
which ts needed, interfering with the State 
institutions, and securing the applause of 
unthinking people by his determined efforts 
to gain notoriety and make a sensation by 
usurpations and trickeries of all kinds, there 
are not wanting evidences that the thinking 
people of both parties are rapidly growing 
digusted and indignant, and that before long 
their indignation will take a practical form. 
The Boston Advertiser, one of the coolest 
and calmest of papers, goes 30 far as to say: 


The Governor bas thus far only played the 
art of a petty ugurper witb his tongue. But 
et him commit e act of treepasa upon the 
rights of others and be will discover that men 
may be patient while their cars are wearied with 
the din of a war of words, and yet«resent the 
slightest assault upon their liberties. And it 
may be well to remind bis Exceliency as well as 
the General Court that a majority of the House 
of .Kepresentatives may impeach dim. and a 
mujerity of the Senate may remove bim from 
ollive. 


The Springfield Republican significantly, 
though briefly, says: The experiment of 
‘giving the old man a chance’ and ‘ seeing 
what he would do with it’ has gone quite as 
faras the public sentiment of the State will 
sustain it.” 

Gov. Cleveland rode into office on a tidal 
wave of huge dimensions. He has not nade 
himself obnoxious fn the style of Butler; on 
the other hand, he has had the temerity to be 
un honest Executive, and he has introduced 
the appalling precedent into Democratic 
politics of nominating honest and capable 
men for oflices. Of course the machine and 
spoils-hunters refused to confifm them. But 
Gov. Cleveland went even further in his vio- 
lation of Democratic ‘principles and prece- 
dents. “He sent a bombshell Into the ranks 
of Tammany such as never before came from 
a Democratic Governor. An attempt was 
made to purify the Emigration Commission, 
which had grown into afoul scandal. and 
upon this subject the Governor said in his 
special message:

THE PEOPLE'S LAND-LIEN. 

Senator Van Wyek’s move to gave the 
lands forfelted by the extinct New Orleans, 
Baton Rouge & ‘Vicksburg Railroad is a 
novel one. He gives notice to the corpora- 
tion that claims this land by virtue ot an aus- 
signment from another corporation that 
never owned it and to those possibile pur 
chasers of bonds issued on the security of 
this grant that the people still own the land. 
and that he ifitends to use his fnfluente us a 
member of Congress to have their rights as 
serted. 

By this notice he means to say that any one 
who buys these bonds buys them at his peril. 
As a mémber of the higher Housé of the 
Government the Senator gives notice to the 


’ financial world that the corporation which 18 


about to mortgage these lands does not own 
them, and that his influence and that of all 
those Congressmen who think with him will 
be used at the next session to procure an 
authoritative declaration to that effect. By 
filing this notice of a prior lien before the 
bar of public opinion Senator Van Wyck 
estops any buyer of these bonds from plead- 
ing thathe is an innocent purchaser. Not 
less important, he forestalls the invariable 
plea that is made whenever Congress 18 
asked to actin such matters—the plea that 
third partics Have invested money in the 
belief that everything was all right, and 
that it would bean unnecessary hardship to 
disturb them. 

It was in this way that the Union Pacific 
prevented the operation of the clause of its 
charter open its lands to settlement by 
the public, if not “disposed of” in three 
years. It mortgaged them, and the Supreme 
Court held that this was a “disposal” of 
them. But the settlers who had entered on 
the lands in reliance on the provision of the 
charter had no such vested rights. They 
were turned out. Many of the people’s 
rights to lands and the control of privileges 
have been lost because there was no one to 
assert them before they slipped away beyond 
recallin the guise of negotiable stocks and 
bonds into the hands of purchasers without 
notice of any adverse rights. 

Senator Van Wyck’s action is the result of 
the exposure in Tur Tripune of the prog- 
ress of the fraudulent attempt to gobble up 
the Texas Pacific land-grant. The decision 
with regard to the New Orleans grant is a 
precedent that will give the Texas Pacific 
grant to the Southern Pacific. The state- 
ment in our Washington dispatches that an 
application has been made, as we predicted 
would be the case, for the certification of the 
Texas Pacific grant to the Central Pacific 
crowd has waked up those members of Con- 
gress who, like Senator Van Wyck and Rep- 
resentative Payson of this State, are de- 
termined that this iniquity shall not be con- 
summated if it is in their power to stop it. 
The filing of the veople’s lien is their first 
move to check the mouopolists. 

This will probably stop the sale of the 
bonds which the assignees—not the owners 
—were getting ready to put on the market. 
The great advantage of this will be that 
when the formal reassertion of the people’s 
ownership comes to be made by Congress 
next winter no one can resist it on the 
ground that the grant has passed, in the 
form of bonds, into the bands of innocent 
third parties. Congress will still have the 
original parties to deal with. Another ben- 
efit will probably be that this unexpected 
strategy will put an end to the schemes of 
several syndicates to organize companies to 
build railroads in the South for the sole 
purpose of obtaining grants that lapsed long 
azo. It is supposed that the abuses of 
mortmain were abolished centuries ago. 
But the rulings of the Interior Department 
that dead corporations can hola and give 
away dead land-grants has resurrected with 
a peculiarly intense vitality the possibilities 
of land monopoly “in the dead hand,” 
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INDIA AS A “WHEAT COMPETITOR. 

ltis fast becoming apparent that india is 
destined to be our real competitor in the 
production.of wheat. Russia was feared for 
a time, but our improved methods of tillage, 
superiority in agricultural machinery of 
every description, and the rapid increase of 
facilities for railroad and Water transporta- 
tion have given us such advantages in the 
race that there is no longer any danger from 
Russia as a competitor. Then the fear was 
express that California might rival the 
Northwest and do us injury, but on the other 
hand it eventuates that she is helping rather 
than hurting. since her cereals are adinirably 
adapted for mixing with ours. The real 
rival is India, and England is doing all in her 
power to develop the wheat interest by the 
increase of transportation facilities, the de- 
velopment of the Indian railway systems, 
and the cheapening of freights. Via the Red 
Sea und the Suez Canal, India is now within 
ten or twelve days of London, and the rates 
of freight have been towered fully one-half. 

Mr. Bookwalter, the late Democratic can- 
didate for Governor in Ohio, who has been 
making a tour of the world, was in India in 
February last, and contributes some very 
interesting testimony as to the wheat-pro- 
ducing capacity of that country. He says: 


Nothing perhaps will engage the attention of 
au observant American traveling iu this country 
at this time of the year more than vast area 
of wheat that stretches away on all hands in an 
interminabie sea of golden grain. Oue mirut 
imagine that he was io che great wheat-growiug 
regions of Minnesota and Iowa. Indeed, I do not 
remember having seen larger tields in those 
States than J have met with iu the rich valleys of 
the Ganges and Godavery. That this country is 
especially adapted to the growthof wheat, both 
in point. of climate and, ig certain. Its 
growth is general througbuut the count 
from Travapcore in the south to Cashmere u 
tue north. Although the lands throughout all 
the provinces are well suited for its growth, yet 
the Punjab, the northwest province of Oude, 
the Scinde, and the Berar are, about in the order 
given, the centres of wheat culture. in the 
provioce uf the Punjab alone the area exceeds 
7,000,000 of acres. It is not because this section 
is better adapted for its growth than the Berar 
or central provinces that a larger acreage is 
cultivated there, but à larger ees of 
capital in N canals, and other means of 
trausportabon, giving the coustry an outiet, 
has stimulated wheat-growing in that region 
beyond what it bas attained anywhere eise. 
Cover ing. as this crop does, 80. many 
latitude, the harvest pe is amarelly extend- 
ed over many Nr:! bile, therefore, in the 
southern provinoes the crop of this year has 
been already gathered, and a * no doubt 
well on its way to * in the North- 
ern Punjab yet carpets the earth as a green 
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Mr. Bookwalter estimates the number of 
acres under wheat cultivation this year at 
about 22,000,000, and the crop at 250,000,090 
bushels. ‘The exports of wheat are continu- 
ally increasing, which goés to show that the 
acreage is increasing, though many have 
claimed that the wheat-producing capacity 
has already reached it maximum, Tue 
figures, however, do not bear out the asser- 
tion. In 1875 the exports were only 1,500,000 
bushels; in 1878 they were 12,000,000: last 
year they were more than 87,000,000, or al- 
most one-half what Great Britain Imports 
per year, and this year, as the erop is very 
abundant, it is estimated ‘the exports will be 
still larger. This immense result is &ccom- 
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per busbel in favor’ of that shipped 
from the Atlantic seaboard, but somewhat 
more than that against that shipped from our 
Pacific ports, from which quarter comes over 


the sure reduetion of tolls ut ho distant date 
will remove this differenee in freight.” 

Suech are the facts concerning our future 
competitor. As Mr. Bookwalter says: It 
is certainly not a pleasant prospect to con- 
template for a nation which only a few years 
ago enjoyed the monopoly ot supplying this 
demand to find a country unknown as an ex- 
porter ten years ago ready to supply almost 
one-half the réquirements of Europe,” and 
yet there are several questions which must 
be taken into consideration and which must 
de settled before we yield the palm to the In- 
dian ryots of the Punjab. One of these ques- 
tions is, how much land remains that can be 
put into wheat after it is made accessible to 
market by new railroad systems, and 
how long the acreage now under culti- 
vation will endure this great cropping. 
Again, it must be remembered that 
the demand for home consumption in 
India is steadily increasing. Its dense pop- 
ulation constantly grows denser, and famine 
years come fast and faster. Already the 
famine problem in India ts one that staggers 
the English Government. In 1878 the ex- 
ports of wheat from India were 12,000,000 
bushels. The next year was a famine year 
and the exports were only 2,500,000 bushels. 
It is also to be taken into account that wheat 
cultivation in England, France, and Ger- 
many ts continually falling off, so that there 
is every reason to believe that the increased 
demand in Europe will more than equal the 
increase of supply which may be looked for 
from India. The danger which threatens 
American farmers is grave enough to be 
taken into consideration, but it is not vital, 
nor fs there any fatal prospect in the great 
battlefield of prices. 


IN MEMORY OF OAKES AMES. 

An effort is now being made in the Massa- 
chusetts Legislature to efface the popular 
and Congressional verdict of condemnation 
of Oakes Ames for his part in the scandals 
of the Crédit Mobilier. The Massachusetts 
Senate has passed a resolution of “ gratitude 
for his work” and “faith in his integrity.” 
This is now under discussion before the 
Lower House and the outside public, and if 
carried it will be brought before Congress to 
assist the attempt which will certainly be 
made to procure the expurgation of the res- 
olution: ef censure passed by the Forty- 
second Congress. 

This effort of the friends and family of the 
great contractor to remove the stigma which 
has been placed on the nameis a pious act, 
perhaps, from their point of view. But they 
are looking at the matter as Oakes Ames in 
his day looked at the virtue of Congress, sole- 
ly from interested motives. It is for persongl 
reasons that they want the Ames escutcheon 
cleared of this stain. How powerful is the 
appeal which such a request makes to sym- 
pathy is sufficiently shown by the astonish- 
ing fact that a body like the Massachusetts 
Senate should have passed the resolution. 
The Boston Advertiser almost alone of the 
New Engiand papers supports the resolution, 
but its course is attributed by journals like 
the Springfield Republtomn to certain changes 
in ownership, which we believe is its way of 
saying that the control of the paper is heid by 
the Ameses. 

The resolution declares that “later delib- 
erate public sentiment recognizes the value 
and patriotism of Ames’ achievement” in 
building the Pacific Road, and “his inno- 
cence of corrupt motive or conduct.” If this 
were true, there could be no question about 
the passage of the resolution through the 
Massachusetts Legislature. A universal 
public opinion would demand that Congress 
shotld replace its record of cetisure by the 
amplest expression of remorse for the cruel 
wrong done to an innocent man. Even this 
would not be enough. A man whobuilt the 
greatest public work of his day and was 
then slaughtered by a vote of censure which 
broke his heart ought to be recognized as the 
greatest of American martyrs, excepting 
Lincoln perhaps, and a memorial shaft as 
grand as American art and munificence could 
make it should be erected as an eternal 
though tardy witness of justice. 

There is no evidence whatever that there 
has been any such change of public opinion 
about this distressing business as the Massa- 
chusetts Senate and the Boston Advertiser 
allege. The verdict of Congress and public 
opinion was made up on the unanswerable 
testimony of Mr. Ames himself. That he 
was the chief sinnerin the Crédit Mobilier 
wickedness we by no means believe. He was 
the manliest and most fearless ot them. the 
one who, when questioned by the committee 
of Congress as to what he had done, dis- 
dained to tell any lies aboutit. His partner, 
Sidney Dillon, was as deep as he in the cor- 
ruption, but he is today the honored Presi- 
dent of the Union Pacific, defying the Gov- 
efnment to collect its dues from the road and 
nullifying the Thurman act. 

The expressions used by Oakes Ames, cited 
by the report of the Poland committee, leave 
no doubt that he acted as a corrupter of the 
representatives of the people. Many other 
men have done the same thing who are now 
at large, but that relieves his memory of none 
of the stigma that must forever darken it. 
Ames feared, the committee’ say, that Con- 
gress would legislate against the road, and 
that the Crédit-Mobilier contracts would be 
overhauled.. He said in one of his letters to 
McComb that he intended to put the stock 
“where it Would do the most good,” ah e 
pression that has passed into the vernacular 
along with Tweed’s “ What are you going to 
do about it?” Again he said, “We want 
more friends in this Congress.” His theory 
in his own words was that * There is no diffi- 
culty in getting men to look’ afte? their 
property.“ Unquestionably these sayings 
can bear only the interpretation that Con- 
gress and the public put on them, no other 
explanation of which has ever been given: 
none can be given. A great scandal—as pre- 
eminent among scandals as the Pacific Road 
among public works—was to be covered up 
by identifying the interest of Congressmen 
with the abuse. 

Ames hus not been unjustly condemned 
and punished because other men as giilty 
have gone scot-free and are prosperous. It 
would be an irreparable blow to publie mo- 
rality it this movement to expunge the just 
censure should be successful on sentimental 
grounds. One of the greatest incentives to 
virtuous and patriotic living is to bequeath 
an honest and honored name to posterity. 
The censure hurts the living. We are sorry 
for them. but the facts will remain no ‘mat- 
ter what formal action may be taken by 
Legislatures and Congress. Tendernéss in 
such cases is cruelty on the rae gigantic 
scale to the masses who are | lives of 
self-denial and suffering in er to keep 
their consciences at peace.

ELEVATED ACCIDENT. 
TRAINS IN COLLISION ON THinp AVENUE— 


New Yor«, May 0.—Thére was a bad collision 
today on the Third aveuue elevated railroad 
between an extra and regular train at a'switch 
station between S8ixty-ninth ane Seventieth 
streets. The trains came together with great 
force,‘and the crash brought thé occupants of 
the neighboring houses te the doors and win- 
dows. Fireman James R. Harring was sitting 
on the right band side of the cab. The collision 
foreed the tender of the engine into the cab and 
throngh it almost up to the boiler.. Harring was 
caught and forced against the boiler. One of 
uis lewe was broken and the’ other badly 
braised, and he was seriously burned and 
scalded about the lower part of the body 
and legs. The water-tank engine burst, and the 
seuiding water poured down in a food upon the 
horses of one of the surface cars. The forward 
platform of the first car of the switching train 
was badly broken, and the cylinder head of the 
engine biown out, The passengers were badly 
shaken up, and the engifie’ almost Knocked in 
the strect. A force Of men with levers and 
ropes pulled the engines apart: Tue engine of 
reguiar train was almost a coniptete ‘wreck. 
The tender and cab were Smasbed into kindling 
wood, and it was a long time before the injured 
tirman obuld be removed, 80 close’ was the 
tender jammed against the boiler, 

HOW IT CAME ABOUT. 

Engineer Martin appears to have been in 
fault, Tye accident occurred near the Sixty- 
seveath Street Station. Here are three tracks, 
and a switch runs trom Sixty -siath street on the 
west track to nearly Seventietu street on the 
easttrack. The commission trains, which lay 
up at this polat, back down from above Seven 
tieth street on the east track inte the switch op- 
posit No. 115 Third avenue. A switchman, 
when a train eomes upto the switch-off, is re- 
quired to place a flag at the switch and go down 
the truck to within 100 feet of the Sixty seventh 
Street Station to signal’ trains to stop until the 


train backing down is safe in the 
switch The .extra train, after discharg 
img all passengers at the BS8ixty-seventh 


Street Station on the up-town track, ran up to 
Seventieth street, and was then backed down 
on the same track in order to chunt the cars 
upon the track where the extra cars are stored 
when not in use. The regular trait, drawn by 
éugine No. 98, was haited at the Sixty-seventh 
Street Station, and started up-town, it is said, 
before the extra train had begun te back down 
to the switch. Eagine No. 98 was headed down- 
town, so chat the engineer had a clear view of 
the track ahead of him through the rear windows 
of tho cab. 
THE COLLISION. 

The train was running at nearly full speed, it 
is said by people in the veighberhood who saw 
the accident, when the two trains came to- 
gether. All the cars of the extra train had been 
switched onto the extra track, and the forward 
ead of the first car and the engine were just on 
the switeh when engine No. 88 ran into them. 
The two trains came together with great force. 
The point of impact was the middie of the 
second car of the commission train, which was 
struck with the tank ead of the Harlem tratu's 
engine, as ali tralus going north have the en- 
gimes reversed. Thesbock was smart enough 
to producea telescopic effect on the Hariem 
train, and tbrow the fret car of it over the 
guard onto the ties. The side of the second car, 
ot the commission train was stove In. Harring 
was cleaumg his engine near the smoke-stack, 
and was so engrossed in his work that 
he did not kuow of his danger 
but was jerked from the engine and pinned be- 
tween the platform of the tirst car of the Har- 
lem train and the engine. He was extricated 
with seme diflicuity, end at tae Presbyterian 
io pital it was found that his right leg was 

roken below the knee, bis left knee and instep 
were cut, and bis right leg was scalded to the 
hips from steam which escaped from a broken 
pipe. Engine No. 98, attached to the Harlem 
train, bad the tank end damaged, and the cab 
was saimost demolished. Steam connections 
were broken, and Martin Cone was scalded be- 
fore he could escape. No passenger on tbe 
Harlem train was injured. Harom lived with 
his ewite and family at No. 161 East Ove-bun- 
dred-and-Tweilfth street. He is a thevlogical 
student, and bis comrades cali him Tue 
Dominie.”’ 


SIGHT DRAFTS. 

A CHANGE IN THE SYSTEM DEMANDED. 

New York, May 9.—[Special.]~—Mr. Washing- 
ton Winsor, President of the New York Mer- 
cantile Exchange, has sent a message to the 
Executive Committee of that exchange calling 
their attention to certain abuses in the produce 
trude Which he believes should be corrected. 
He says that the trade bas drifted toa very 
dangerous system of paying “sigbt drafts” 
upon goods in a majority of cases before the 
foods have arrived bere, and no opportunity 
bas been given for the use of any judgment as 
to their values. 

“This system,“ he says, “bas been forced 
upon the trade by a class of meu who attempt to 
do business without capital.” No prudent mer- 
chant, Mr. Winsor believes, should pay drafts 
on assigaments until he can exchange his ac- 
ceptance tor the goods im his own 
store. This holds good of butter, 
chevse, and eggs more especially than any other 
articles of produce, on account of risb- 
able nature. By this system. @bich is toierated 
here, any shipper in the West witha capital of 
S1 0 may do a business of $50,000, and every 
cent of that amount at the risk of bis consignee 
in New York. The exchange should reguiate 
this matter, and that is also the Opinion of bon- 
est shippers ip the West. 

Another custom that is to be deplored as a 
danger tu legitimate business is that of making 
udvances on consignments and carrying them 
without interest on such advances, The Kkxeeu- 
tive.Com mittee of the exchange has appointed 
a committee of five to make arrangements for a 
public meeting to discuss the abuses meutioned 
by Mr. Winsor.

BROTHERLY LOVE. 


HOW IT WAS MANIFRSTED TOWARD AN OLD 
AMMIGRANT. 

New York, May ¥.—[{Speocial.]—The deplor- 
able condition of a poor decrepit immigrant 
named Justus Lunaing, 73 years old, has just 
been brought to notice. Lunoimg arrived in this 
port, accompanied by bis brother Henry and his 
sister-in-law, on the steamship Fulda, of tne 
Bremen line.

ITS LITIGATION WITH THE MUTUAL INSUR- 
_. ANCE COMPANY—THE POINTS INVOLVED.

NINE PERSONS POISONED. 


Drinking Battermiik the Cause—No 
Suspicica of Foul Play. 

CINCINNATI, O., May 9.—[Special.}—There was 
n case of severe poisoning at Foster's Crossing 
yesterday, in which there were nine sufferers— 
namely: Gotlieb Hegner, wife, and two chil- 
dren, a cousin and niece, who were visiting the 
family, and William Donham, wife, and little 
daughter. Mr. Hegner is the proprietor of the 
flouring-milis at that place and a man of con- 
siderable wealth. The poisoning was traced to 
buttermilk which was drank by the sufferers. 
There is no suspicion of foul play or any crimi- 
nal intent on the part of any one. The churning 
was done by Mr. Hegner himself. and the minutest 
scrutiny failed to reveal any poisonous substance 
about any of the vessels containing the milk or 
in the churn. The first noticeable symptom of 
the poisoning was in the evening, when Mr. Heg- 
per, compiained of feeling unwell. He grew 
rapidiy worse, and Dr. Moss, of Mainvile, was 
sentfor. By the time the doctor arrived Mrs. 
Herner was suffering violently, and follow 
her the other seven were taken violentiy ill. 
Ur. William Scott, of Loveland. was telegraphed 
for and responded, and through the combined 
efforts of the two physicians the sufferers were 
all saved, and this morning all. with the 
exception of Mrs. Hegner. were on a fair way to 
recovery. Mr. Hegner had children who did not 
drink of the buttermilk, and they were not sick. 
There were a party of four friends from out in 
the country that took supper with Mr. Hegner 
and drank of the milk, but no word has been re- 
ceived from them as to whether they were simi- 
larly affected or not. Samples of this butter- 
milk have been brought to Cineiauati for analy- 
sis.

IN THE HANDS OF A MOB. 


ge City, Kas., the Toughest Town 
of the Border, Terrorized by 
the Lawless Element— 
Martial Law 
Asked. 


Sr. Louis, Mo., May 9.—A special from Kansas 


Gov. Glick to place the town under martial law. 


The difficulty is the culmination of a long- 
standing feud between the two elements of that 
piace. Dodge City bas long enjoyed the reputa- 
tion of being a hard place. It is one ot the 


ö points in Kansas where saloons run openly and 


gambling is legitimatized. It is the head- 
quarters of the cowboys and cattlemen of the 
vicinity. Before the laat city election N 
was named Webster, proprietor of a haif 
saloon, half gambiing-house and variety-hall. 
He was the representative of the lower element 
of the sporting fraternity. The bead of the 
other faction was W. H. Harris. This element 
was guieter, but there was a bitter feeling de- 
tween the two. At the election for Mayor Har- 
ris was beaten, and De Gue, Webster's candi- 
date, was elected. Since then it has been 
conbeded that Harris would be driven out. 

About ten days ago a man named Short, who 
is the partner of Harris, and a police officer had 
a shooting affray, but neither was hurt. Short 
was thrown into jail, although the evidence 
showed that he was fired at first. Later five 
gamblers were arrested and jailed. That night 
a vigilance committee formed, with Tom Nixon, 

roprietor of one of the hardest dance-houses 
a the West, at the bead. The crowd repaired 
to the jail and notified the prisoners that they 
must leave town next morning. Meantime the 
vigilants took possession of the town. 
spondents of newspapers were notified that 

send telegrams. A of. 
armed men watched che arrival of each to 
see * — there was no interference. A lawyer 
from Larned, sent for by one of the prisoners, was 
met by a vigilante, who leveled a gun at his 
nead and told him not to stop.

BEEF SUPPLIED TO ENGLAND BY RUSSIA. 

The Mark Lane Express of April W menuons 
with evident pride the arrival in London of a 
cargo of fresn beef and mutton from Russia, 
adding: “It would be strange if Russia should 
become a rival to the United States in respect 
to her exports of fresh meat.” And of fresh 
meat arrivais from Australia and New Zealand 
in London the Express says: “The cunsign- 
ment of Australian frozen mutton per 
Europa bas been cleared of. That per Uuzco, 
arrived on the IIth inst., bas not yet been 
placed on the market. The Dunnedia, from 
Port Chalmers. New Zealand, with 7,850 carcasses 
mutton and 431 lambs, arrived on the th inst., 
and up to the present such of the meat as we 
have seen proves to be im a highly satisfactory 
condition, and is realizing, it is understood, from 
5% pence to 6% pence per pound for the mut- 
ton. Owing, bowever, to the continued beavy 
supplies of domestic produce values of colonial 
shipments bave been materiaily depreciated, in 
consequence of which sales have been made only 
to a hmited extent. Of the consignment per 
Chimborazo, from Melbourne, a small portion 
has been placed at market rates, but in view of 
the stagnant condition of the trade it is not be- 
ing pressed in large quantities.“
